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Down Memory Lane........... 


December 1971....... HIGH-Q edited by Bill (then 
VE3EEW) who also wore the hat of Secretary/ 
Treasurer. Bill (then VE3EFC) displayed his 
homebrew receiver at VE3ZCD (the old club/EMO 
station in the EMO building). Vic (then VE3ECV) 
held the high office. Jim WE3EDC had done very 
well in the CQWW contest with 1167 QSO’s in 175 
countries and 83 zones (could you match that today, 
Jim???). 


The new “Admiral of the Great Lakes Award” 
was described with possible endorsements for a “Five 
Star Admiral” award. Our HF bands were being 
threatened with shrinkage at a time when satellite 
communications was just getting off the ground (no 
pun intended!). The Dept. of Transport (then the 
regulatory body) abolished the minimum age of 15 for 
an amateur license. 


There were sixteen full members with four life 
members, and seventeen associate members (one of 
whom was Phil, now VE3AXL). Stan VE3ECR 
became “well grounded” while repairing his 80 meter 
dipole — he fell from his roof and broke an arm!!! 


Two meter DX was in its infancy - WA8OIK 
in Hancock was worked by VE3’s AJ (Frank), EDZ, 
EEW and EFI. Confederation College had the call 
sign VE3GOP with Don, VE3EDT, as licensee. 
Frank, VE3AJ, was selling a 2 meter converter using 
6CW4’s. Vic VE3ECV was awaiting Hydro to install 
a pole so he could erect his quad antenna. Amateurs 
were becoming more self-regulating with the 
appointments of Official Observers.

The Ontario Section newsletter announced that 
amateur radio’s first permanent foothold in space is 
expected to debut when the all-ham Expedition 1 crew 
arrives aboard the International Space Station. 


KDSGSL and USMIR will have VHF and 
UHF hand-held transceivers as well as a packet TNC 
on board. On arrival they will remain on board for a 
scheduled four months. Frequencies are as follows: 


Worldwide downlink packet/voice 145.80 MHZ 
Worldwide packet uplink on 145.99 MHz 

Region 2 (that’s us) voice uplink 144.49 MHz. The 
operating schedule (at time of printing) had not been 
established.

I guess the last word that can be said about 
Field Day (or any contest for that matter) is how well 
the station performed compared to other stations. 


Well, VE3FW/3 did not forward any results 
for inclusion in HI-Q. But VE3FAL/3 did and the 
results as follows were gleaned and edited from QST. 


VE3FAL/3 came 10" out of 18 in North 
America in their category (two operator, battery 
powered) operating all digital mode (cw of course!). 
The top station scored 6802 points with 2138 QSO’s 
while the 18" and bottom station scored 242 points on 
only 21 QSO’s. With 1620 points earned on 132 
QSO’s, VE3FAL/3 did very well for the first time 
operating QRP Field Day!
